STRUCK IN MIDLAKE. 
STEAMER KALAMAZ00 FOUNDERS 
AFTER A COLLISION. 


The Vessel and the Pilgrim Come Together 
in a Heavy Fog, and the Kalamazoo 
Goes to the Bottom-—Pr sengers and 
Crew Rescued After In alging in a 
Panic on the Sinking Ship—Details of 
the Disaster and Some of Its Incidents— 
Statements of the Two Masters. 


In the dead of night, with darkness inten- 
sified by a drizzling fog, two lake steamers, 
the Pilgrim and the imazoo, crashed into 
each other with terrific force. As a result the 
Kalamazoo now lies under a thousand feet of 
water in midlake, and the Pilgrim with her 
bow shattered is tied up at a dock at the foot 
of Illinois street. No lives were lost in the 
collision, which occurred at 12:40 o’clock 
yesterday morning. . 

All unconscious of danger, the engineers 
urged their huge vessels through the water at 
full speed, and no sound disturbed the peace- 
ful sleep of the passengers and crews except 
the occasional blowmg of the deep-mou shed 
fog signals and the rattle of the rudder-chains 


as the pilots turned the wheels. Out of the | 


deep silence the sailing masters of the vessels 
were suddenty horrifed to hear each the 
signal of the other in evidently dangerous 
proximity. Ingtantly signals to avert the 
crasb were given, but in the excitement some- 
body misunderstood orders. Both vessels 
were turned the same direction and the Pil- 
grim’s sharp bow went crashing into the port 
side of the Kalamazoo a few feet forward of 
midsbip. The shock hurled all the passengers 
and seamen who had sought slumber from their

The Kalamazoo was of 286 tons. It was 
launched July 4, 1888, at Saugatuck, was rated 
Al, and was valued at $26,000, There is no in-

Nies, all of Saugatuck. She was stanch and 
well-equipped and elegantly furnished. 

The Pilgrim measures 266 tons and is owned 
by Rogers & Bira-of Saugatuck, It ig not in- 
sured.

Asked to place the responsibility 
for the collision Capt. Brittain begged to be 
excused, saying that he was à friend of the 
owners of both the steamers. One of the 
steamers was not on its course, but which one 
that was he refused to decide..

EXPLOSION IN A SHIP’S HULL. 


The Crew Saved After Making Two Hundred 
Miles in Small Boats. 

San Franctsco, Cal., May 25.—The.crew of 
the ship St. Charles, which was blown up at 
sea off the Oregon coast the 17th inst., arrived 
today on the,steamer Willamette Valley. The 
St. Charles left Nanaimo with a cargo of coal 
May 13. The morning of the 17th the sec- 
ond mate, Mike Flynn, and Charles Lenberg, a 
sailor, went to the fore hatch to get some pota- 
toes, taking with them the ship’s lantern, 
Lenberg was reaching through the hole into 
the fore part of the ship and was about to 
crawl through when an explosion occurred 
and Flynn was lifted in the air and received a 
wound in the scalp and had both legs 
burned to a crisp. Lenberg was thrown back 
against the ladder and terribly cut and burned. 

Ned Kiley; a sailor who was on deck at the 
time, says that when the explosion occurred 
ropes, hawsers, and the main-hatch cover 
were hurled from the deck, and the deck 
opened wide from the after part of the house 
tothe stern. The rigging was soon on fire, 
and the pumps would not work. Capt. Chap- 
man was found pinned to the floor in his 
cabin under the overturned furniture and 
broken timber. The Captain’s spine was 
broke, and he was in great agony. The men 
extracted him with difficulty, and got into 
boats as the vessel was sinking. There were nine- 
teen men divided among three small boats. 
The boats were 200 miles from land without a 
compass. They succeeded in making Cape 
Foulweather safely, and there Capt. Chapman 
died. Second Mate Flynn was taken to New- 
port, Ore., by the survivors. Flynn is ex- 
pected to die. The sailors believe coal gas 
ignited by the lantern caused the explosion. 


DEVASTATION IN MONROE COUNTY. 


Fifty Thousand Acres of Tillable Land 
Overflowed—550 Families Homeless. 
Sram, III., May 25.—[{Special.]—D. 
D. Anthony of Waterloo telegraphed the Gov- 
ernor today making a statement of the devas- 
tation in Monroe County caused by the floods. 
He finds on inspection that about 50,000 acres 
of tillable lands were overflowed—32,000 acres 
of wheat, 14,000 acres of corn, and 4,000 acres 
ef potatoes, oats, hay,etc. Hesays that about 
550 families are left homeless, about two- 
thirds of them being without means and total- 
ly destitute.

Finally, and by accident, he 
was heard, his door was forced open, and he 
was enabled to escape just as the water began 
to run in torrents into his stateroom.

Working to Save the Pilgrim, 


After the passengers and crew of the Kala- 
mazoo had been transferred to the Pilgrim 
steps were taken to decrease the danger to 
that vessel. Through the breaks in its bow 
the water rushed in in torrents. To save the 
boat all of the cargo, the passengers, and 
every movable piece of furniture were re. 
moved to the stern of the boat, thus lift. 
ing the crushed bow out of water. 
Meanwhile Capt. Sears and his crew 
on deck were busily engaged in 
attempting to Intch a line to the Katamazoo 
in order if possible to tow it ashore, but the 
absence of the necessary hawser made this 
impossible. Capt. Cummings, and Henry 
Paxton, the second engineer of the Kala. 
mazoo, staid on board of that boat with 
death staring them in the face, in order to at- 
tend to the lines, for several hours, and it was 
not until a few minutes before the vessel sank 
that they were prevailed upon to climb aboard 
the Pilgrim. All that was saved from the fated 
vessel was the compass, the life-raft, and two 
lifeboats and the clerk’s register. All the 
money, the books, and the cargo of the boat 
went down with it. 

The Pilgrim left Chicago Tuesday evening 
at 8:40 o’clock and was bound for Saugatuck, 
Mich., laden with general merchandise. The 
Kalamazoo left Holland, Mich., the same 
evening and was bound for Chicago with the 
same kind of cargo. They met forty-five 
miles N. E. by N. from Chicago. At the time 
of the accident the Pilgrim was headed N. E. 
by M E. and the Kalamazoo S. W. When it 
was discovered that it would be impossible to 
tow the half-submerged boat into port au effort 
was made to prevent it from sinking untilhel p 
should come, by lashing it to the Pilgrim.

It was dark. At 1240 4. m. May 2 the Pilgrim 
collided with the pi Kalamazoo. We had 
been blowing our tle continuously before 
that. We heard one whistie from the Kalamazoo, 
and saw ite headlight and green light. The two 
steamers came together immediately after. The 
Pilgrim struck the Kalamazoo twenty-five feet aft 
of the port bow. We took off the crew and pas- 
sengers of the Kalamazoo and towed her toward 
Uhicago till she sank. We could make nv head- 
way, and the Kalamazoo went down forty-five 
miles northeast of Chicago piers. We were steer- 
ing the proper course—the one usually taken for 
Saugatuck. . 

Elmer Redner. mate of the Pilgrim, whose 
watch it was at the time the collision occurred, 
says it was a foggy night and that the fog was 
thick low down, while the stars could be seen 
above. He says that the two steamers should 
have been four miles apart at the time; that 
the Pilgrim was on the true course from Chi- 
cago to Saugatuck ; that her whistle was blow- 
ing continuously, and that the public and the 
courts must decide the question as to which of 
the steamers was in the right. 

The basis of the suit, which will be at once 
instituted against the Pilgrim, will be that in 
passing her wheel was put the wrong way. 
To this charge the officers of the Pilgrim 
made no reply, but relied simply upon the 

“statement that they were on their proper 
course, while the Kalamazoo was four miles 
from where she should have been.

A large number of the officehoiders 
in Washington who will not be delegates, but 
who will attend the convention, have already 
declared that the party must stop the 
Blaine nousense.

Trenton, N. J., May 25.—[Special.}—The 

Democratic State convention to elect dele- 

gates to the Chicago convention was held in 

Taylor’s Opera-House today. The convention 

was a disorderly mob, and during the proceed- 

ings, which last four hours, no less than half a 

dozen fist fights occurred, The trouble was 


due to contesting delegations. 

The impertant features, however, were the 
election of Senator McPherson to head the 
list of delegates-at-large, and the instructions 
given the delegation to vote far Cleveland so 
long as his name was before the Chicago con- 
vention. The mention of Cleveland’s name 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm. 

The execution of the threat to turn McPher- 
son down was not * He was the 
most pronounced Clevela man of influence 
in Trentron, and it was so strong a Cleveland 
convention that Gov. Abbett found it prudent 
to join hands with McPherson to save himself 
from defeat. The result of a huge lot of fac- 
tion fighting was the election of Senatcr Mo- 
Pherson, Gov.

Chieago for Yellowstone Park on the 5:45

friends and acquaintances. Any person not 
acquainted With their vocation would have 
thought them a party of tourists. The girls’ 
swee were there to see them off and im- 
press upon them some final injunction. 

Mrs. George E. Crummett of No. 491 Wa- 
bash avenue, who ve gr cite the girls for the 
Yellowstone Park Hotel Association, said that 
Chicago girls were in demand at all the large 
hotels in the country, Each year she sends 
hundreds of girls to the summer resorts in 
New York State. The manayers of the Hot 
Springs, Ark., hotels get all their help in Chi- 
cago. As a rule girls are anxious to go to 
summer resorts in summer, and many will 
not work at all unless they can go to the coun- 
try. They earn better wages there than in the 


city. 

Those who left for Yellowstone Park yester- 
day will remain four months. Their wages 
vary from $5 to $8 a week. Aside from tree 
transportation to their destination, they have 
the choice of having their fare paid either to 
Chicago or California at the close of the 
season.

to have a title to the good-will of all compa- 
nies which go out of business under the new 
arrangement. 

The Big Three, Armour, Swift, and Mor- 
ris, will now have a foe worthy of the steel of 
their butcherknives, and any attempt to run 
the new company out of business, if the Big 
Three” should have the temerity to make 
such an attempt, will precipitate a war that 
will involve more millions than have been en- 
gaged in any recent fight. 

The exact terms of the sale have not been 
made public, though the counsel for the new 
corporation say that all differences have been 
adjusted on an equitable basis. Levy Mayer, 
who has been cne of the attorneys in the 
pending negotiations, made an explanation of 
the present situation in a conversation last 
night. He said: 

What Mr. Mayer Savs. 

Jam devoting pretty much of my time to 
either correcting or denying all sorts of 
rumors about the settlement of the Stock- 
Yards litigation. It is with some hesitation 
that I speak about the matter now, but I 
think it time to correct the erroneous im- 
pressions that have gone out. More than

“There are sixteen packers doing business 
at the Stock-Yards, Of these three—Armour, 
Swift, and Morris—constitute the so-called 
‘Big Three.” They succeeded in ob- 
tainin an reement by which 
the Junction Railways company, which 
owns practically all the stock of the Chicago 
Stock-Yards company, undertook to 
$3,000,000 in securities in consideration of the 
‘Big Three’ remaining at the Stock-Yards 


for tifteen years, and conveying a thousand 


acres at Tolleston, which cost $200,000, and 
four acres at the Stock-Yards, which, with 
improvements, cost — Before that 
agreement was consumma the other thi r- 
teen packers procured an ‘injunction in the 
Circuit Court enjoining ite performance on 
und. that it was an indirect re 
illegal discrimination. That case 
was argued before Judge Tuley in March and 
April last and is still under advisement. 
About that time negotiations for a settle- 
ment were entered upon they 
have been pending ever since. For the pur- 
pose of self-protection the thirteen packers 
caused to be purchased the Stickney tract of 
650 acres for $650,000. A company was organ- 
ized known as the Chicago National Stock- 
Yards company, to which the Stickney tract 
was transferred. The capital stock of that 
company is entirely owned or controlled by 
the thirteen packers. Six of those thirteen 
packers—namely: the International Packing 
company, Allerton D T. E. 
Wells company, John Cudahy Packing com- 
pany, Hately Packing company, and Jones & 
Stiles Packing company; tugether with Hick- 
ley Bros.—have recently amalgamated under 
the name of the International Packing and Pro- 
vision Company, Limited, with a capitalization 
thus amalga-

THE ROYAL GOLDEN WEDDING, 

On the 26th of May, 1842, Christian IX. of 
Denmark, fourth son of the late Duke 
Wilhelm of Schleswig-Holstein-Sonderburg- 
Glicksburg, was married to Queen Louise, 
daughter of Landgrave Wilhelm of Hense- 
Cassel. It was a fortunate marriage in all re- 
spects. Three boys and three girls are the 
fruit of this union and they all have done well. 
The oldest boy, Frederick, has married a 
daughter of the King of Sweden and Norway. 
The second boy, Wilhelm, is King of Greece, 
The third boy, Waldemar, has married the 
Princess Marie of Orleans, daughter of the 
Duc de Chartres. Alexandra, the first girl, is 
wife of the Prince of Wales. Marie Dagmag, 
the second girl, is wife of the Czar of Russia. 
And Thyra, the third girl, is wife of the Duke 
of Cumberland, cousin of Queen Victoria. 
The three boys and three girls have thirty-two 
children. Among their own children, the royal 
pair can boast a King, a Czar, the daughter of 
a Kmg, a future Queen, a cousin of a Queen, 
and a Princess of the bluest kind of blood. 
Better than all this, however, King Christian 
IX. and his royal spouse have lived together 
fifty long years in happy wedlock and today 
will celebrate their golden wedding with state- 
ly pageantries amid the acclamations of their 
loyal and happy subjects. 

A golden wedding nowadays among sover- 
eigus is a veritable rarity. Victoria of En: 
gland was married in 1840 and has been a 
widow thirty-one years. Franz Josef of Aus- 
trin was married in 1854 and has yet to wait 
twelve years. Leopold II. of Belgium was 
married in 1853 and must wait eleven. Wil- 
helm il. of Germany has been married only 


nine years, but his grandfather reached the felic- 


ity of a golden wedding in 1879. King Humbert 
of Itaty has been married thirty-four years. The 
Queen of the Netherlands is a girl of 12 and 
her mother, the second wife of Willem II., 
was married in 1879. Carlos I. of Portugal 
has been married only six years. The Czar of 
Russia need not be counted in, as he is now 
helping to celebrate his father-in-law’s golden 
wedding. The King of Spain is but 6 years of, 
age and the Khedive of Egypt only 18. 
Oscar II. of Sweden and Norway is on his 
way towards the jubilee, having been mar- 
ried thirty-five years. The Mikado of Japan 
has been married twenty-three years, the 
Prince of Monaco twenty-three, and the Prince 
of Montenegro thirty-two. Owing to the pe- 
culiar family habits of the Shah of Persia and 
the Sultan of Turkey and their iadisposition 
to contract regular marriages, no golden cal- 
culations can be made which will apply to 
them. In searching through the small Ger- 
man States some promising candidates can be 
found. Indeed, one of them, Duke Ernst II. 
of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, who married the 
Princess Alexandrine, daughter of the late 
Grand Duke Leopold of Baden, May 8, 1842, 
already has achieved the honor, nearly three

mention seerns to have been made cf it, pos- 
sibly because he is such a very little and un. 
important ruler. Karl Alexander, the Grand 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar, will have his golden 
wedding next October, having married Sophie, 
daughter of the late King Willem II. of the 
Netherlands, Oct. 8, 1842. The next nearest 
candidates are the Grand Duke of Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz, who has been married forty- 
nine years; Prince Luitpold, regent of Bava- 
ria, forty-eight years; and Prince Adolf of 
Schaumberg-Lippe, the same lengtn of time. 
Indeed, all the petty German sovereigns ex- 
cept two or three have been married over 
thirty years. They have lived quiet, orderly, 
and peaceful lives, now that there are no more 
Napoleons to disturb them and no great wars 
to harry their provinces. 

No oné will be churlish enough to give an 
invidious thought to this happy Danish home 
in its day of rejoicing. The old King, now in 
his seventy-fifth year, may not be as smart as 
some of his feilow-sovereigns, but he is a well- 
educated, kindly-disposed, charitable, and af- 
fable gentleman, and always has been a good 
husband to the Queen, who is a year older 
than himself and has looked out for her brood 
so well that no other royal family has made 
such fortunate alliances. Evidently she is the 
power bebind the throne, and that, too, with- 
out making half the tuss of the old lady across 
the channel, whose hopeful son her first girl 
married, All accounts seem to agree that 
King Christian and Queen Louise are a model 
husband and wife, which is saying a good deal 
as royalties yo nowadays, and that their home 
is a simple, beautiful, patriarchal one, which 
the children and grandchildren love to visit. 
The whole world will join in wishing the royal 
pair a happy jubilee and many more years of 
domestic felicity, and none with more enthu- 
siasm than the sturdy Danes and their near 
neighbors, the Swedes and Norwegians, of 
Chicago and the Northwest. 


WHO PROFITS BY LABOR-SAVING MA- 
CHINERY? 
The People’s party of Wisconsin has adopt- 
ed a platform, one of the planks of which is as 
follows: | 


The extraordinary increase in the invention of 
labor-saving machinery requires a material re- 
duction in the hours of labor. When machinery 
does the work some of it should be lifted from the 
shoulders of man, but owing to the growth of 
monopoly farmers and workingmen* have re- 
ceived no benefit from labor-saving machinery. 
It has cheapened production only to benefit the 
m onopolists. 


This is the constant cry of agitators and 
demagogues, although the falsity of their as. 
sertion has been exposed over and over again. 
Labor-saving machinery has lessened the 
hours of toil throughout this country and is 
gradually lessening them all the time. A 
century ago the hours of labor were measured 
by the ability to see to work. In summer the 
mechanic toiled from sunrise to sunset and 
the farmer was out in his fields before the 
dawn. All classes and conditions of people 
are working fewer hours than they did and not 
a day passes but that one reads of the successa- 
fui demand of some workers for shorter 
hours. 

The farmer has been one of the chief bene- 
ficiaries of labor-saving machinery. But for 


reapers, mowers, and cultivators life would be 


as bard for him as it was for his grandfather. 
He and the consumer of his products enjoy a 
common benefit as the result of the use of ag- 
ricultural machinery. The workingman has 
higher wages, and 
products. He gets the necessaries of

WHERE STREET-CLEANING Is NEEDED. 

The Council passed the following order at 
its last meeting: ; 

It is ordered mat the Street Commissioner be 
and he is hereby directed to apply the portion of 
the tax paid for that purpose by the respective 
wards towards the cleaning of the streets lying 
within such wards; and in no event shall he ap- 
ply the tax received for that purpose from one 
ward towards cleaning the streets lying within 
another ward. 


This was prompted by a statement by the : 


Commissioner of Streets that about 60 per 
cent of the total apprépriation would be ex- 
pended in keeping clean the streets of the 
First Ward. 

There are some good reasons why such an 
order should not be passed. If it is lived up 
to there will be nothing to show that any 
money has been expended. There will be 
hardly a street iv the city which will look as if 
it ever had been cleaned. There is not enough 
butter to spread over so much bread, The 
outlying streets would not be perceptibly 
cleaner and those in the center of the city 
would be much dirtier. Then it should be 
borne in mind that the streets in the business 
district are the oaes which are used by every- 
body, and that it is specially important that 
they should be kept in decent condition. A 
man who pays taxes on West Side property, 
and who lives there, ordinanly uses the down- 
town thoroughfares more than he does his 
own. The former are the ones which stran- 
gers chiefly see and use, and from them they 
form their ideas as to the cleanliness of the 
entire city. 

Where money is raised by general, taxation 
for the cleaning of streets the largest share of 
it should be expended where most needed. If 
the rule which the Council has just laid down 
were a sound one the police appropriation 
should be divided up on the same basis and 
the number of policemen in each ward be 
determined by the percentage of taxation paid 
by its property. That would be quite as rea- 
sonable as to do simply the amount of street- 
cleaning iu each ward to which the money it 
contributed entitled it. 

If the property-owners of the outside wards 
wish to have their streets kept in decent con- 
dition all they have to do is to secure the 
passage of an ordinance for a special assess- 
ment. They can decide how often they want 
their streets cleaned and can tax themselves 
just enough to cover the expense. It is es- 
sential, however, as long as the present system 
of cleaning is in vogue that the lion’s share of 


the appropriation shall be spent in the busi- > 


ness district, for there is where the dirt ac- 
cumulates, and its streets are used more.or 
less by all Chicagoans. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

The passing of the dividend on preferred 
stock at last week’s meeting of Northern Pa- 
cific directors has occasioned much comment 
and no little misunderstanding. Of course it 
is not pleasant for people who hold the stock 
as an investment to see it relegated to the do- 
main of the speculative footballs and kicked 
up and down in Wall street—mostly down—by 
the bulls and bears who throng that elysium 
of the gamblers. Nor is it to be wondered at 
that some of the disappointed ones fancy they 
see in the movament another Villard collapse, 
which is without real reason other than lack 
of ability to grasp the situation or nerve to 
handle it. 

Yet the trouble appears to have been due to 
causes outside the controi of the manage- 
ment, and the directors did well in not de- 
claring a dividend if the same was no: earned. 
It is true that some of the bonds of the com- 
pany had been set aside to secure the payment 
of dividends on preferred stock in case of the 
money not being earned by current busmess, 
so that there may have been a technical fault ; 
but the avoiding of it would have insreased 
the annual liabilities, and that is hardly a 
prudent thing todo if the company be men- 
aced with the prospect of pcor business in the 
future as in the recent past. It may seem 
difficult to understand the fact of a continued 
loss of earnings in face of a considerable in- 
crease in mileage, but the matter is explained 
in the Albany Journal. 

The loss for the last fiscal year was not 
due to poor crops. Minnesota and North Da- 
kota on the east and Washington and Ore- 
gon on the west were particularly favored by 
nature in 1891. Probably the cause of the 
deficiency will be found to be a falling off in 
the through traffic of the road from west to 
east. The wheat crop of 1890 had been small, 
and it commanded a high price at Chicago, 
while Washington and Oregon had abundant 
crops. Hence it was possible to ship wheat 
eastward to Minneapolis, Duluth, or Chicago 
at a profit, while now the low price of the 
cereal compels a resort to the Liverpool mar- 
ket direct, and ocean carriage from the Pacific 
coast. In that year, too, the crop of oats was 
short through the central and eastern 
sections of the country, while Washington and 
Oregon were favored with an abundant yield. 
The result was heavy shipments oats east- 
ward over the Northern Pacific meet the 
demand by consumers on the Atlantic slope. 
That state of things does not exist with refer- 
ence to the oats crop of last year. In addi- 
tion to this loss of through traffic the railroad 
and real-estate boom in the Puget Sound por- 
tion of the Pacilic Northwest has recently sub- 
sided. “Tacoma, Seattle, and the other 
mushroom cities at the extreme northwesterly 
portion of the United States are under a de- 
pression. The extraordinary activity of a 
few years previous, in the way of building up 
cities and developing the resources of the ter- 
ritory tributary to them, gave the Northern 
Pacific a vast volume of freight and passenger 
traffic. The reaction has carried the general 
condition of affairs below the normal, and 
improvement for the future may reasonably 
be ex pected.”

to stand by them in their demands. 

The joint reply received from seven, of the 
eleven People’s party members is not oalon- 
lated to encourage the Silver-Leaguers. The 
writers say: 

We are in practical accord with you on the sub- 
ject of a free coinage of silver. We do not con- 
sider it a full solution of the money question, but 
an important step in the right dizection. . . . 
In our opinion the world’s demands for money 
have far outgrown the capacity of the metals tg 
supply them, and our principal reliance hereafter 
must be on the legal tender Treasury notas. 

If the silver-mine owners can understand 
English, they will see that the representatives 
of the People’s party are in favor of free coin- 
age of silver simply because it is a one-third re- 
pudiation ofdebts, but that they look forward 
beyond that to the issue of billions of irre- 
deemable scrip, and a total repudiation of 
debts. They have ne intention of stopping at 
the half-way house of free silver with its 68. 
cent dollars. If the silver men are endowed 
with a grain of understanding they will know 
that if the government were to go into the 
fiat shinplaster business, their product would 
cease to be used as money. It would bring 
only its market value in gold as it does now. 
The silver men cormplaio that the value of 
their product is kept down because not enough 
of it is given a monetary use. If the People’s 
party ruled the country, silver would disap- 
pear utterly from circulation as it did during 
the war. 

It is impossible for those silver people to go 
with the People’s party, whose representatives 
say frankly they would use them merely as the 
instruments to accoinplish their own destruc- 
tion. Therefore they will have to stay where 
they are, politically. They may demand free 
coinage of both parties, and try to dictate a 
tinancial policy to the rest of the country. 
but they will find that neither party will listen 
to them. 


Tas Democrats of the House have acted 
wisely by resclving to put the appropriation 
bills ahead of everything else and get through 
with their more than billion Congress as soon 
as possible. The longer they sit the more 
foolish things they will do, Of course the 
House has to wait on the Senate and cannot 
adjourn until that branch of Congress has had 
its say regarding te appropriation bills, But 
the Senators will be as anxious to gat away as 
the Representatives, and will not stay im 
Washington any longer than they are obliged 
to. They have determined to take up none of 
the tariff bills sent them by the House, and 
are not originating any measures of impor- 
tance. So there is a fair prospect of a reagon- 
ably early adjournment. . 

It may be taken for granted that the Dem- 
ocrats will not bother their heads about more 


piecemeal tariff bills. and Wil be content with 


the few small measures ‘they havd sent up 
to the Senate. The little-bill policy about 
which Mr. Springt had a great deal to say at 
the beginning of the session has not panned 
out very well.

Would he be any better 
off as a consequence of putting it more than 
now into the power of the buyers of the cash 
grain to dictate the prices that should be paid 
for it to the producer? ‘The chances are the 
farmers would soon find themselves much 
worse off than now and send up a unanimous 
prayer to be delivered from their friends. It 
may be well that the bill is to be left in pigeon- 
hole obscurity, as is now stated.

Mr. Johnson Defends the President. 


Mr. Johnson of Indiana replied to what he 
characterized as the remarkable speech of 
the gentleman from Iowa in regdrd to the 
failure of the President of the United States 
to appoint a colored man on the board of man- 
agement. He did not know whether or not 
the gentleman intended to make a reflection 
on the President. He did not suppose that he 
did. He did not know whether the President 
was asked to appoint colored men. The Presi- 
dent of the United States had during his en- 
tire life been the firm, unswerving, and con- 
sistent friend of the colored men. It ought 
not to be forgotten that the President 
had stood in favorof a just measure of national 
relief which, if passed by Congress, would 
have provided for the supervision of national 
elections whereby the colored people of the 
South would have the right to cast their votes 
and to have them counted. The President 
had stood for the measure known as the force 
bill when men with less courage failed to 
stand up for the pledges of the Republican 
party. 

The allusion to the force bill brought a 
number of Democrats to their feet, and Mr.

O'BRIEN THOUGHT TO BE IN PARIA, 


Details of His Escape — No Precautions 
Taken by the Police. 
{RPECTAL CABLE. ! 

Paris, May 25.—O’Brien made his escape 
Sunday at Havre when the Marseilles arrived 
and is now probably in Paris. The American 
Legation was advised Saturday that O’Brien 
was on board the Marseilles, which was due at 
Havre Sunday. An order was obtained 
through the Consu! that the port police should 
arrest him. When the Marseilles arrived no 
detective or policeman was on hand to make 
the arrest, and all the eight passengers 
on the vessel landed without opposition or 
question.. As soon ds the American Consul 
became aware of this he undertook a search 
for O’Brien and found him at the station in 
the act of taking a ticket for, Paris, At the 
Consul's request ©’Brien was arrested by a 
special station policeman, but the prisoner 
protested vigorously, declaring his name was 
Garnett. A revolver, fine watch, and $30 
were found on him. The Consul asked 
that the prisoner be lodged in a safe 
place. This was promised by the police, but 
instead of locking up O’Brien, they allow 
him to go toa restaurant in the company of 
a detective. There he was placed in a room 
and locked up. It almost goes without saying 
that O’Brien was not found when the room 
was opened Monday. Probabilities point to 
his being in Paris at the present moment.

FOR THE BUILDING OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Council Asked to Ratify the Board of Edu- 
cition’s Action, 

The Board of Education at its meeting last 
night requested the Council to ratify its de- 
cision to build eighteen-room schools on the 
following sites: Linden avenue, between 
Evergreen avenue and Diversey street, 
Evanston avenue and School street, Lincoln 
and Moore streets, Stanwood avenue, between 
Michigan avenue and State street. 

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
recommended the purchase of school sites 
near the following corners: Harrison street and 
Center avenue, North avenue and Sheridan 
street, Seventy-eighth street and Woodlawn 
avenue, Sixty-third and Morgan streets, Fifty- 
fifth and Halsted streets, Addison aud Western 
avenues, and Fifty-ninth street and Central 
Park avenue. The report was adopted. 

When the election of a suecessor to Assist- 
ant Superintendent Nightingale, who was as- 
signed to the high schools in place of Dr. 
John C. Burroughs, was called Mr. McLaren 
nominated Alfred Kirk and Mr. Boldenweck 
named W. W. Speer. Mr. Kirk was elected 
by a vote of 11 to 8. He has been a teacher 
for forty years, twenty-four of which have been 
spent in Chicago.
